tains of Highland clans, officers, 
non-commissjoned officers, and 
men of Highland regiments, 
as well as otilitary tradesmen, 
rhave given their views: The pro- 
posals fora change, in some cases, 
are welcomed rather than resent- 
ed amongst those interested in 
Highland lore and in the retention 
f Highland tradition as ex- 
emplified in the matter. of dress. 
‘One motive on the part of the 
Army authorities in con- 
templating, reform has: 
that. of economy. - 
full Highland military dress 
is expensive, and it is felt possibly 
that the cost may have borne 
heavily upon young officers, and 
may have, in some instances, 
deterred suitable men from seek- 
ing. ‘commissions’ in Highland 
regiments. . 
While Highland protagonists, 
no doubt, are as-alive as anyone 
elge to the necessity for economy, 
jt goes without saying that on that 
ground alone any departure from 
the patriotic dress traditions of 
the Highlanders would not be 
tolerated. Itis felt, On the other 
hand, that the occasion gives an 
opportunity, without impairing or 
deteriorating the familar insignia 
and panoply of the Highlander, 
for getting rid of some features of 
compsratively modern introduct- 
ion which are regarded by experts 
as undesirable. The sporran, or 
purse. for example, is much. too 
Jarge. Artistically it is object- 
jonable in respect that it com- 
pletely divides the front aspect of 
the kilt intorwo. Asitis known 
in the Army, it is meaningless, 
and its original purpose has been 
lost. The officer's levee dress 
shoes have buckles which. do not 
buckle, but whosé purpose: ,is 
merely’ that of a toe ornament. 
The dancing pumps of patent 
leather wern with full dress have 
a distinctly effeminate suggestion. 
The dirk is over-jJewelled to the 
point of vulgarity. The cairn- 
gorm brooch has grown to a dis- 
proportionate size, and is con- 
temptuously referred to by lovers 
of the ancient Highland garb asa 
“poached-egg” ornament. In 
these respects Highland dress is 
becoming decadent. and should be 
improved. ° 


THE HIGHLANDER RE-TAILORED. 


The Duke of Atholl is one of 
those who are taking a. keen in- 
terest in the new proposals. By 
way of demonstration, the 
practical step was taken sat his 
instance of having a stalwart 
Atholl Highlander arrayed in the 
genuine ancient garb of the clan, 
complete with broadsword and 
ancient “durk,” which, in bygone 
times, ‘had seen  “coorse™ 
work on “the Braes’ 0° 
Atholl.” His Grace’s family 
have zealously maintained High- 
and language traditions, and 
particularly the wearing of the 
dress, in unbroken continuity 
from remote. times.

WELL-WORN BONNETS. 
One of the suggestions directly 
based’ on ~ economy is the 
abolition of the reather bonnet. 
While the initial expense may be 
more than is usual for military 
‘headgear, Mr. Cumming con- 
tended that‘in reality this. was 
the most-economical hcadzear in 
the British Army. Its period of 
service was practically unlimited. 
He had seen-an officer wearing 
one which his father wore in the 
Crimea. Furthermore, there was 
understood to be a large quantity. 
of feather bonnets in store, quite 
sufficient to meet all the require- 
ments of the Highland regiments 
for along time to come. In the, 
making of the bonnet the quantity 
of feathers might le curtailed, 
.and the characteristic dice shown. 
The feather bonnet was similar 
to the bearskin of the Scots Greys. 
He had beard of a sergeant of the 
Soots Greys who had worn one of 
) for thirty-bix 
years. Contrary to superficial 
appearances, therefore, the 
feather bonnet was in reality a 
notable .example of innate’ 
Scottish tbrift. He was opposed 
to the substitution of boots for 
shoes. All that was required 
was the use of spats of stont ma- 
terial. This proposal was largely 
founded upon’the requirements of 
warfare in the trenches. Shoes, 
however, he observed, had. been 
worn in the British Army- for 
centuries, and trench warfare 
might be regarded as something 
transient and sabnormal. . Mr. 
Cumming explained - that’ his 
remarks -on uniform applied to 
home service uniform, review 
order, and not to service dress, 
which he thinks admirable, i 


to his cost when he smote Rob 
j Roy on the head. A piece af 
jwet, twisted cloth might suffcc 
to turn aside ‘a sword cut on the

Division) remarked to him, “What 
was wanted was a uniform 
for home service that would be 
economical, comfortable, milit- 
ary, smart, and. Highland”— 
which comprehensively sums up 
the problem. Obviously to reach 
a satisfactory solution it will 
teqyire careful, deliberate, and 
competent handling. It-is also 
requisite that every detail of 
variation decided upon should be 
‘supported by tradition ~and 
accurate historical authority. ” 

The Highland dress question 
is of special Imperial interest. It 
is believed that proposals may be 
put forward for the adoption of 
Highland dress. for some-of 
the Canadian trousered roegi- 
ments, who may desire to indicate 
in this way their Scottish ex- 
traction. .

ed, and in fact the programme 
is very attractive. . For obvious 
reasons its promoters give no clu. 
to whatever lies behind it. 

The numerous societies which 
have from time to time flourished 
in China tend to make this pro- 
paganda all’the more effective. 
They enable it to be-passed from 
plage to place with considerable 
tapidity, and once it has obtained 
any large following in a district, 
revolt is not tuo difficult a matter. 

This may be, gauged from the 
revolution of 1911. For instance 
in some cases, particularly in the 
smaller towns where troops were 
not stationed, a band of not more 
then half-a-dozen men was ample 
to take possession of the local 
yamen, hoiat the opposing flag 
and start the new government.

The lecturer exhibited many 
Photographs, each with its 
“extra,” or spirit photograph, of 
people who had “ passed over,* 

Ny Hope +aid the collection 
chad’ taken 14 years to get to- 

1 gether, and the results: were not / 

“tworks ofart. “One in twenty of 
the extras is recognised,” he 
i explained, “and lots feil alto- 
gether.” 

In many cases real photo- 
graphs of the dead people 
were exhibited after the 
spirit photographs, and were 
tecognised with applause ai 
the ardience.. The “extras” in-, 
cluded. Lord Glenconnér's. son 
and Raymond, and the lecturer 
told of one lady who had 
motored 25 miles every week 
for five “years before’ she got the 
“extra she desired. 

“Discussion then began, the 
chairman, Dr. Elis Powell, 
LL.B, D.Sc, saying that he 
spoke as a scientist and a journa- 
list, and had himself been ‘grant- 
ed an “extra” of his little boy, 
who died at the age of six weeks, 
The “extra” appeared as a boy 
of 10 years, and bore a strong 
family likeness to his living 
brother.

THE TSINGTAU QUESTION. 
—_—_ 


The Kiauchau question is now coming well within the sphere 
of practical politics. That is so becatse Japan has just formally 
. come into possession: of the ex-German rights consequent on: the 
ratification of the Peace Treaty. The time has therefore come when 
arrangements have tobe made as to the final disposition of the terri- 
tory and the future control of the privileges enjoyed before the war 
by the Germans. As we observed the other day, Japan continues 
to talk of her intention to return the territory to China, but so far 
the negotiations for a settlement have not begun. The main point 
under consideration in Peking at the moment is whether or not 
China should negotiate directly with the Japanese or bring the 
matter, without further ado, to the consideration of the Council of 
the League of Nations. There is a fear in same quarters that if 
Japan is dealt with direct, China may find herself diplomatically 
outwitted and eventually committed to understandings which will 
operate to her disadvantage. Speaking generally, the Chinese have 
not too much trust in the Japanese, which is quite understandable. 

News just to hand indicates that the principal Chinese peace 

+ delegate from Paris has conferred with the President on the subject, 
+ and that as an upshot of the conversation direct negatiation 
* between Japan and China is likely to’be given a trial, on the hasis 
that if agreement is not reached. the question will later be laid 
‘ before the League of Nations Council. Another telegram says that 
«* most of the prominent personages in the Chinese capital favour 
direct negotiation, and that as the chief Chinese peace delegate also 
‘inclines to that viewpoint the Goverment cannot. very well resist 
the prevailing feeling. It ié further stated that the Chinese Govern- 
ment is prepdring the agenda for the proposed conference, and 
that the proposals include suggestions that Tsingtau should be 
thrown open to international commerce, with preferential treatment 
for Japan; that China should co-operate with Japan in the manage- 
ment of the Kiauchau-Chinen Railway, on condition that Chino 
“may eventually-come into complete possessidn and contro! of the 
railway by payment ofa certain sum; and that if Japan and China 
cannot come to terms on these matters the whole matter.should be 

. Placed before the League of Nations Council. 

It will be intensely iritteresting to see what becomes of these 
Proposals, and also what attitude other foreign Powers will allopt 
in relation thereto, eepecially.on the suggestion that- Japan ‘should 
have a preferential interest in the port of Tsingtau. China, of 

* coursé, is most concerned in the nature’of the eventual settlement, 
but other nations with Oriental interest cannot remain indifferent 
to the issues involved. Ono point-that is: frequently overlooked in 
connection with Tsingtau is that whilst it.is true that Japan was 
mainly instrumental in securing the capitulation of the place, 

| British naval and military forces also bad a part in the siege. That 

_ fact ought not to be overlooked. But apart from. that consideration, 
we want to see China in full possession of her moral rights in 
Shantung. There were reasons why Japan. should be given the 
‘hold which she now has on the: territory, but China's rights will 
~+ have to be recognised eventually:- The Japanese Government has a 
good opportunity of displaying magnanimity. in the-matter and 
thereby immensely strengthening Japan’s friendship with . the 

“ Chinese. We have heard much high-sounding talk by Japanese 
_.+ statesmen of Japan’s intense desire to do everything possible to 
preserve world harmony add serve the interests of right and justice.

News- 
paper comment is that China 
will reply that China has not 
signed the treaty with Germany 
and dogs not recognise the 
yalidity nor the justice of the 
award. As a matter of faci, the 
Chinese Government “will no 
doubt be guided inits action en 
this subject by Lu Tseng-hsiang, 
who was China's chief delegate to 
the Peace Conference. and who 
js due to return bere within a few 
days. His conversation a with 
Americ i, British, French. and 
Ttalian statesmen before he left 
Europe cannot but be helpful to 
him, enabling him to sense the 
support which China may expect 
to obtain in endeavouring to seek 
r.dress for the great wrong done 
her by the unfortunate decision of

Antwerp, November, 15.— 
Antwerp is recorcring her trade,

Much has ‘yet 
‘to be done, but conditions are 
improving. In spite of the many 
difficulties. with which Belgium 
has, had to contend asa result of 
the war,"the tonnage of goods 
arriving fin Antwerp-is already 
half of what fit was in times of 
peace.

ITS BENEFITS DISCUSSED. 
BY PL W. WILSON, 


With winter passing on, Europe 
wants to know whether her’ dire 
needs will be met by help from 
the United States Abundant 
eredit is here available, and it 
would be an advantage to Ameri- 
cans themselves if the financing 
of the old world were ta replace 
existing speculations with surplus 
funds. The Conference at 
“Atlantic City, of which, at first, 
British authorities hardly realised 
the full importance, hasdisclosed 
the difficulties to be faced. 

American bankers are con- 
vinced that with a Presidential 
election pending, no assistance 
can be expected from theTreasury 
and Congress. Wehavetoadmit 
the fact that  constitutionsl 
authority in the United States 
entertains for moneyed interests 
a stispicioa which, being mutual, 
renders co-operation almost im- 
possible. This cuts out of any 
suggested scheme a direct loan 
by the United States Treasurys. 

Everything appears. therefore, 
todemand on the bankers who, 
in lending money to Europe, 
would have to deal with two 
risks, first political, and secondly 
commercial, Against political 
risks, like those in Russis which 
have. overwhelmed French in- 
vestments, the only guarantee 
would be by the United States 
Government. Apparently, there 
would be great. difficulty in 
obtaining this guarantee. Con- 
gress would Interpret it as under. 
writing .financial enterprise uf 
which the profits would go.to 
private concerns. Hence the 
importance to European recon- 
struction of the Treaty, including 
as itdoes a League of Nations. 
Pending ratification, American 
credits are being “undoubtedly 
withheld. a 
Commercial. as. distinct from 
political risks, might be. handled 
without resort to Washington. 
The law dogs. not permit hanks 
to lend the required sums 
of money “on long  cre- 
dits, and therefore a Recon- 
structio.: Corporation would he 
needed. This would issue bonds 
to the .public by means of “a 


drive,” like those which yielded | 


the Liberty Loan, The Corpora- 
tion, which should havea capital 
of one billion dollars, whould lead 
this money to Europe. Secretary 
Redfield, of the Department of 
Commerce, estimates that Europe 
owes the United States already a 
sum of Li ‘billion dollars. Of this, 
10 billions is dug to the Treasury 
here to which should be added 14 
billions of accumulated interest. 
Private credits more than make 
up the difference.

All such repayments would be 
hel? by the European’ bank, 
striculy earmarked, until the time 
comes when, after the lapse of 
years, the exchange with the 
United States has swung back to 
normal. When that time comes, 
the local European currency can 
be changed gradually  inta 
dollars, and the American Cor- 
poration can be repaid. : 
Some British merchants are 
suspicious of this scheme because 
they foresee a great extension of 
American trade in European 
markets. Hence the unfriendly 
comments made in some.quarters 
about the visit of American bank- 
ers like Mr. Lamont to Germany 
and Austria. Such criticism is 
unintelligent and unfair. If Am- 
ericans do not invest money in 
the reconstruction of Europe thsy 
will invest money in the develop- 
ment of South America, or China. 
We may rest assured that ther 
will find some international use 
for their accumulated resources. 
‘Also, it may be taked for granted 
that the highest British autho- 
rities. conscious that Americans 
must undertake these tasks if 
they are to be accomplished at all 
are wholly in favour of their do- 
ing so in full measure and with 
the least possible delay. 

Unless there be one Américan 
Corporation to handle European 
credits, a scramble is inevitable. 
Belgium has asked for 25 million 
dollars, but was accommo dated in 
London. France needs oil and 
food, while Izaly—with a demand 
for oif and cotton—proposed at 
Atlantic City. a loan of 600 
millions. Estimates of total 
European requirements. vary 
from 2 to 10 billioh dollars, and 
the future depends on a wise 
expenditure of these loans, as 
granted. There is no margin 
for corrupt erxtravagance—still 
less for luxuries. The kind of 
projigality which has embarrass- 
ed, Brazilian finance must b> 
stopp¢d—ruthlessly. 

In many ways the entire situa- 
tion would be relieved if al! debs 
‘from one ally to another in this 


j war were cancelled. This would 
-mean a loss to. Britain of 500 
; nfilllion pounds at least—that is 
‘on balance—but “the American 
loss would be greater; and it is
